be solved by co-operative effort is 
the opinion of David F. Houston, sec­ 
retary of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture, who addressed 
a gatnering of farmers and students 
in the college of agriculture here to­ 
day. 
“ Before Ute problem of rural credit 
and of marketing, 
the 
individual 
farmer acting alone is helpless,*’ said
